Israeli fire kills

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — A 
seven-year-old Palestinian boy 
shot dead by Israeli soldiers Tue- 
sday. became the first victim of 
new unrest sweeping Israeli- 
occupied Arab lands following the 
shooting on Jerusalem's Haram - 
■AI Sharif sanctuary, a military 
spokesman said. 

The boy died on his way to hos- 
pital after soldiers fired a hafl of 
bullets at ^rioters; in the Jabaliyah 
refugee camp near Gaza, be said. 
Twenty two others in the crowd 
were injured. 

Earlier Tuesday Alan Goo- 
dman, a Jewish- American Israeli 
soldier, was formally charged with 
murder and remanded in custody 
for 15 days following his shooting 
rampage on Sunday. 

Two Arabs were killed and 30 
injured in the incident, which -has 
enraged the Arab World and 
prompted renewed violence in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

Asked if he had anything to tell 
the court, Goodman said: “ My act 
was political, not criminaL" 

Goodman was taken Monday 
night under an escort of border 
policemen to the Mosque of 
Omar, one of Islam's holiest shr- 
ines, to reenact the attack. 

In the Jabaliyah riot, eleven 
demonstrators were hit by bullets 
and 10 by rocks, and four soldiers 
were injured by stones, one ser- 
iously, the military spokesman 
said. 

Troops shot six other Arabs 


aged 1 2 to 1 3 during a riot at Nus- 
eirat refugee camp in the central 
Gaza Strip, the military sa^d. 

In other action, the military 
command said two Palestinian 
commandos threw a grenade at an 
army patrol in the West Bank 
Monday night and escaped. A 
spokesman claimed there were no 
injuries. 

In Damascus, the pro- Moscow 
Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine in a com- 
munique issued Tuesday claimed 
it ambushed an Israeli army patrol 
and “killed or wounded all its 
members." 

A spokesman for the DFLP in 
Beirut made a similar ann- 
ouncement. i 

The DFLP said the reported 
ambush was in retaliation for tre- 
atment. of Palestinians living 
under Israeli occupation and an 
answer to the Easter Sunday inc- 
ident outside the Al Aqsa Mosque 
in Jerusalem. 

Goodman was reported by Isr- 
aeli newspapers to have told pol- 
ice be wanted to “liberate" the 
Aqsa Mosque compound from 
Muslim control and avenge the 
death of Jews in Palestinian att- 
acks.

Non-aligned team starts Baghdad talks 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — A non-aligned peace 
mission was in Baghdad Tuesday on its latest att- 
empt at ending (he Gulf war between Iran and Iraq. 

The four-member delegation arrived Monday 
night from Tehran, where two days of talks app- 
arently again failed to persuade Iran to go to the 
negotiating table. 

The mission consists of Cuban Foreign Minister 
Isidore Malmierca, Zambian Foreign Minister 
Lameck Gotna. head of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) political department Farouk 
Kaddoumi, and Indian External Affairs Under- 
secretary Romesh BhandarL 

It was set up last year and has since made several 
visits to Iran and Iraq. 

In Tehran at the weekend, Iranian President AJi 
Khamenei told the mission there would be no peace 
unless Iraq withdrew its trobps from Iran, paid 
reparations and took back 100.000 people it had 
deported to Iran. 

Iraq has said that its main aim in the 19- 
roontb-old Gulf war is preventing an Iranian inv- 
asion of Iraqi territory. 


Iraqi President Saddam Hussein made the point 
in a long address to parliament during which he 
lis(pd Iraqi objections to Iran's conditions for end- 
ing the war. 

The president spoke to parliament on Sunday but 
a full text of his address was released only Monday 
by the official Iraqi News Agency. 

“The strategic objective is clearly to prevent the 
. Iranian aggression from achieving its strategic obj- 
ectives. which are to enter our land, destroy our 
towns, and turn Iraq into a satellite of Iran." Pre- 
sident Hussein said. 

He said Iraq would respond immediately if the 
Iranians would declare: "The war is over and we 
respect your rights to your land and water/' 

Mr. Hussein said Iraq opposed two of Iran’s 
three conditions for an end to the war. but’ he did 
not appear to reject the conditions outright. 

The first condition was that Iraqi forces should 
withdraw unconditionally from the Iranian ter- 
ritory thev have been holding since September 
1980.

Qotbzadeh is interrogated,

LONDON (Agencies) — Former Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh will face a firing squad if convicted of plotting to kill 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah RuhoUah Khomeini, judicial aut- 
horities in Tehran said Tuesday. 

They told Reuters by telephone that a revolutionary Tribunal had 
started to interrogate Mr. Qotbzadeh about his alleged links with a 
monarchist group accused of plotting to kill Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh. 46, was arrested last week after being under house 
arrest since last June’s dismissal of former president Abol Hassan 
Bani-Sadr and a subsequent crackdown on leftist and liberal opp- 
onents of the Islamic regime. 

A spokesman for tte revolutionary prosecutor's office, contacted 
by Reuters, refused to say where Mr. Qotbzadeh was being held. But 
he said other people arrested with him were also being questioned. 

"After interrogation and preliminary investigation, he may be put 
on trial and if found guilty of the plot to kill the imam ( Ayatollah 
Khomeini) he will face a firing squad/' .be said. 

The authorities have not disclosed full details of the alleged mon- 
archist plot, which they said was designed to destroy revolutionary 
institutions. 

Opponents arrested 

Tehran Radio said Tuesday that Iranian revolutionary forces have 
arrested nine leftist guerrillas for participating in anti-government 
activities. 

Iran's official radio said those arrested included guerrillas from the 
Marxist-Leninist Fedayeen Khalq organisation and the dissident 
Kurdish Komoleh Party. The broadcast did not say when or where 
the arrest es were made, but it said those arrested were accused of 
engaging in clashes with government forces. 

The radio also said the body of a Kurdish theologian was found in 
Sanandaj, capital of the western province of Kurdistan. The the- 
ologian, Seyyed Salman H ossein, was kidnapped Saturday by Kom- 
oleh forces, the broadcast said. It said his body, showing signs of 
torture, was found by local people. 

Kurdish rebels have been fighting the Tehran government in a 
- quest for autonomy.

Ceausescu, China leaders 
discuss bilateral issues 


PEKING (R) — Romanian Pre- 
sident and parry chief Nicolae 
Ceausescu arrived in Peking Tue- 
sday and began talks with Chinese 
leaders which are expected to 
touch on the thorny question of 
Sino-Soviet relations. 

First discussions with Party 
Chairman Hu Yaobangwere dev- 
oted to bilateral issues, with Pre- 
sident Ceausescu briefing his host 
on Romania's internal situation, 
the New China News Agency rep- 
orted. 

But diplomats expected that 
before President Ceausescu leaves 
for North Korea later this week, 
the two sides will talk about Sov- 
iet President Leonid Brezhnev's 
offer last month to heal the rift 
between the two communist giants 
which stretches back more than 
two decades. 

In a speech at a welcoming ban- 
quet Tuesday night in Peking's- 
Great Hall of the People. Cha- 
irman Hu expressed appreciation 
for Romania's even-handed app- 
roach to rhe Sino-Soviet quarrel. 

"What we Chinese communists 
will never forget is that when we 
started to think for ourselves and 
to walk on our own feet and ran 
into interference from others, it 
was you. the Romanian com- 
munists represented by Comrade 
Ceausescu. who dared to uphold 
justice...." he said. 

Under President Ceausescu, 
Romania has been the only War- 
saw Pact country to have stood 


aloof from the ideological and pol- 
itical feud berween Moscow and 
Peking. 

Chairman Hu expressed adm- 
iration of the independent stance 
of the Romanians, describing 
them as a heroic people. 

“You have resolutely upheld 
your state sovereignty and nat- 
ional self-respect. 

"In international affairs you 
have opposed power, defended 

world peace and the cause of the 

progress of mankind." the Chi- 
nese party leader ad^ed. 

But both Chairman Hu and Mr.' 
Ceausescu avoided citing the Sov- 
iet Union by name in their spe- 
eches. 

The Romanian leader spoke of 
the "difficult conditions" under 
which Sino-Romanian coo- 
peration had developed and the 
effort which both sides had put in. 

China and Romania should go 
all out to ensure that their rel- 1 
ationship was not only maintained 
but improved. Mr. Ceausescu 
said. 

"This is the binding obligation 
of the peoples of our two cou- 
ntries." he added. 

The Romanian leader went on 
to cal! for a broadening of eco- . 
nomic cooperation. 

Chairman Hu said the prospects 
for such cooperation were ext- 
remely encouraging in the long 
term, although the cautioned that 
there might be periods when the 
rate of increase might lag. 


Mr. Stoessel will confer with his 
colleague. Assistant Secretary of 
State Nicholas Veliotcs. who was 
due to arrive in London Tuesday 
night after meeting Israeli and 
Egyptian officials on a separate 
mission, the U.S. embassy said. 

A spokesman would not say 
whether Mr. Stoessel would also 
see Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig, who is in London seeking a 
settlement to the Falkland islands 
crisis. The spokesman did not 
know when Mr. Stoessel would 
leave London. 

In the Middle East he is due to 
have talks with Egyptian and Isr- 
aeli leaders on Israel's final wit- 
hdrawal from Sinai, scheduled (or 
April 25. 

Although the State Department 
in Washington has said the main 

focus of the talks will be the Sinai 
withdrawal, the White House, 
announcing the trip Monday, lin- 
ked it to tension on Israel's border 
with Lebanon. 

In Tel Aviv. Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Menachem Begin was urged 
by political supporters Tuesday to 
consider delaying the handover of 
Sinai to Egyp 1 until the two cou- 
ntries' differences have been set- 
tled. 

The call came from the youth 
wingof Mr. Begin's Herat Party in 
a petition presented to the prime 
minister. Members of the Herat 
Young Guard told Israel Radio 
that Mr. Begin had said there was 
room for considering the con- 
tinued withdrawal from Sinai. 

In rhe past two days new ten- 
sions have emerged in Egyptian- 
Israeli relations, the Zionist state 
charging that Cairo has violated 
their peace treaty. 

In a newspaper interview pub- 
lished Tuesday. Mr. Begin said 
Israel intended to fulfil its com- 
mitments but there were problems 
that had to be discussed with 
Egypt and the United States.

Security Council starts 
Jerusalem attack debate 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The U.N. Security Council was called 
into session Tuesday to stan debating Sunday's Israeli attack at the 
Dome of the Rock Mosque in Jerusalem. 

The meeting was requested by Morocco, whose King Hassan is 
chairman of the Jerusalem Committee of the Organisation of the 
Islamic Conference (OIC), and other members of the group. 

Israeli police said two Arabs were killed and about 3ft other people 
were wounded when an Israeli soldiet opened fire with an M 1 6 rifle 
at crowds outside the mosque in the Haram Al Sharif sanctuary . 

The incident was followed by demonstrations anJ strikes in 
Israeli-occupied Arab land, resulting in further casualties. 

Security Council members met briefly earlier Tuesday to consider 
the request for a meeting and decided to begin debating the issue 
Tuesday afternoon. 

In a ietter to Council President Kamnda Wa Kamunda of Zaire. 
Moroccan Ambassador Mehdi Mrani Zcntar formally asked for a 
meeting “to consider rhe grave events now raking place in occupied 
Palestinian territory, and most particularly in the holy city of Jer- 
usalem. 

“Once again, the Islamic holy places of the holy city have been ihe 
scene of bloody and profanatory actions perpetrated with the 
clearly-determined intention of destroying prestigious monuments 
venerated by the Islamic community of the entire world since the 
dawn of Islam." he added. 

A second letter to the council president was signed by Mr. Zuhair 
Mohammad. Iraq's charge d'affaires and current OIC chairman, and 
by the representatives of 33 other Islamic states. 

It called on the council to consider the "very grave situation w hich 
has arisen consequent upon the wanton, indiscriminate and del- 
iberate armed attack against the holy sanctuary of the sacred Al Aqsa 
Mosque and the Dome of the Rock in Jejusalem.” 

The letter said Sunday's attack was “but a part of a continuing 
pattern and has resulted in grievous loss of life and injury to many 
worshippers and civilian inhabitants in the area. 

" Furthermore, it constitutes an intentional reckless desecration of 
those holy places in defiance of all norms of international law and the 
Fourth Geneva Convention of 1949 and exacerbate* further a sit- 
uation (hat possess a grave threat to world peace and security." 

Egypt, which on April 25 is due to receive the last pan of Sinai 
occupied by Israel, was not among the countries whose rep- 
resentatives signed the letter. 

But Iran, which is at war with Iraq, signed the letter, written on the 
letterhead of the Iraqi U.N. mission. " 


Cairo press warns Israel 
against strike in Lebanon 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt's semi- 
official press cautioned Israel 
Tuesday against making a military 
strike into South Lebanon. 

Al Ahram. the leading Cairo 
daily, said it was probably no coi- 
ncidence that a reported Israeli 
military buildup on the border 
with South Lebanon came at a 
time when world attention was 
focussed on the Falkland Islands 
dispute. 

Calling for restraint by both the 
Palestinians and Israelis, it said 
Israel's leaders might be tempted 
to try to draw the claws of the Pal- 
estinians in Lebanon “so that 
when the time comes to face the 
Palestinian problem on the pol- 
itical level h is free of any military 
threats." 

In a similar editorial, the mass- 


circulation Al Goumhoria said: 
"No one would benefit from an 
Israeli military strike on South 
Lebanon which would deal a sev- 
ere blow to the peace process in 
the region." 

The press comment followed a 
meeting Monday between Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak and his top 
foreign policy advisers to discuss 
South Lebanon and the Sinai 
pull-out. Those attending inc- 
luded Prime Minister Fuad Moh- 
eiddin. Defence Minister Abdul 
Halim Abu Ghazala and Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali. 

Mr. Ali said afterwards that 
Egypt intended to urge self- 
restraint in diplomatic contacts 
with dll concerned in the shaky 
ceasefire in South Lebanon. He 
did not elaborate.

Plastic artists take works to university

AMMAN — The exhibition of 
paintings, ceramics and sculptures 
which was held last February at 
the Youth City's Palace of Culture 
by the group of artists known as 
the Jordanian Youth Plastic Art- 
ists. is being displayed again this 
week at the University of Jordan's 
library. The reason behind the res- 
taging of the show was to bring the 
works of an to the university stu- 
dents who found exhibitions in 
rown inaccessible. 

“When we asked the students if 
they had seen such and such an 
exhibition, they would say no: 


their excuse being that they did 
not have the time," said one of the 
organisers of the show. “So we 
have brought the exhibition to the 
university where students can 
drop by to see it in between their 
lectures." 

The opening of the exhibition 
by the university's president no 
doubt attracted many students 
who filled the small second-floor 
gallery. For the most part, they 
look a deep interest in the works 
on display and discussions about 
merits of certain paintings. 

The works that attracted most 
attention and caused the students 
to stop and spend some time in 
solitary contemplation were some 
new intricate pen and ink dra- 
wings by 21 -year-old Adnan 


Yahya. This young artist crushes 
his intense feelings about the Pal- 
estinian problem into a few square 
inches of paper, resulting in ima- 
ges of powerful fascination. 

Reminiscent of the work of Max 
Beckman who painted honors he 
iaw in active service during World 
War L Yahya draws fiendish fig- 
ures. performing acts of atrocious 
zruelty and violence. Much of the 
harshness depends on the ord- 
inariness of the sunoundings 
which are everyday settings filled 
with wicker chairs, off which they 
hang themselves, and tiled floors. 
A creative and prolific artist, 
Yahya has matured over the last 
two years: and his crowded, com- 
plex scenes say a great deal more 


than his early drawings of lonely! 
emaciated and anguished figures. 

One of the leaders of the rec* 
ently formed group of Jordanian 
Youth Plastic artists is Ibrahim 
Abu Rubb. Energetically active ifi 
both his own art and in teaching 
and promoting art to young peo- 
ple, Mr. Abu Rubb is not only one 
of the few artists in the group -to 
have produced new work for the 
exhibition, but one who has alto 
managed to include in the show 
the work of his students. A more 
complete cross-section of the art 
work being carried out by lire stu- 
dents at the University of Jordan 
will be seen when they hold their 
own exhibition al the pniversiry'5 
library on April 26. 


Looking for ways to have more 


and better nurseries in Jordan

THE MINISTRY of Social Dev- 
elopment has started a survey on 
private nurseries in Jordan, Mrs. 
Suhad Nasbashibi, and Miss 
Basma Burg an told the Jordan 
Times. recently . 

“The reason we are doing this 
survey is because the ministry 
wants to know whether private 
nurseries in Jordan are good eno- 
ugh; and to compare each nursery 
to the services it renders in return 
for the fees it charges," they said. 

“We also want to know the lev- 
els of nurseries in Jordan. A whole 
classification of the private nur- 
series in Jordan, as a result of our 
research, will be printed in the 
newspapers between June and- 


July. This classification is being 
printed so that it will be made pub- 
lic; and in a way, we_think it will 
help a lot in improving the lower 
grade nurseries," said Mrs. Nas- 
hashi bi and Miss Burgan. who are 
in charge of the ministry's survey. 
The survey is expected to be fin-, 
ished towards the end of April 

Among the important findings 
they made is that there are some 
nurseries which charge low fees 
and give low services; others cha- 
rge high fees and give good ser- 
vices: some charge high fees but 
give poor services; and other nur- 
series render average services for 
average fees. 

The number of nurseries in Jor- 
dan last February was 97. Since 
then, however, several closed up 
for financial reasons. 

Nurseries in Jordan are divided 
into three categories: private nur- 
series run by individuals; public 


nurseries run by the Ministry of 
Social Development, where chi- 
ldren of the ministry employees or 
those of its departments only are 
catered for; and institutional nur- 
series which different institutions 
run for the children of their emp- 
loyees. 

The minis try runs five public 
nurseries: two in Amman, one in 
Salt, another in Zaxqa and the fifth 
in Irbid. “The Child-Care dep- 
artment at the ministry is always in 
constant touch with all kinds of 
nurseries in Jordan. The survey 
that is being conducted aims at 
starting competition between the 
private nurseries," the two off- 
icials said. “When visiting those 
nurseries, surveyors make rec- 
ommendations where they feel 
standards can be improved," they 
added. “Employees in most nur- 
series don't accept this criticism.

or advice, which is why our res- 
earchers have to be very careful 
with their choice of words." com- 
mented Mrs. Nashashibi and Miss 
Burgan. 

“ Miss Burgan said “The 
'women working in nurseries, in 
general, are of all ages: some have 
tong experience, but very few have 
the Tawjihi and even fewer have 
higher degrees. Now however it is 
a requirement that every woman 
seeking work at a nursery must at 
least have a Tawjihi degree. We 
hope in the long run. to be able to 
ask for higher degrees." 

Ministry researchers who visit 
nurseries have questionnaires for 
the people in charge there to fill. 
The questionnaires ask about the 
number of children at the nursery, 
their ages (usually between 40 
days and 7 months) whether the 
rooms are big enoughand aixy. 
about the employees — their pro- 
nunciation and looks — about 
toys, playgrounds, furniture, hyg- 
ene and other services given. Inf- 
ormation obtained enables res- 
earchers to clarify nuTSeries. 

Talking about nurseries in gen- 
eral Mrs. Nashashibi said: "Nur- 
series are different from kin- 
dergartens -- something many 
people don't realise. In fact, it is 
not only working mothers who 
should put their children in nur- 
series. A nursery is an essential 
place for every child between 40 
days and 7 months of age. A child 
learns there to be independent 
and sociable before kindergarten 
and school. We noticed that an 
inordinately large proportion of 
children at nurseries have working 
mothers, and the reason is not 
because we have many working 
women in Jordan, but simply bec- 
ause non-working women think 
nurseries are a waste of money." 

The fees in private nurseries 
range between JD 10 to JD 36 per 
month, excluding transport fees. 
Fees differ according to different 
regions, especially in Amman. 

Commenting on the Int- 
ernational Day of the Child which 
is to be marked on April 21, Miss 
Burgan said: “Our work in the 
north of Jordan finished some 
time ago. We checked all the nur- 
series there and we gave out toys 
and books. We are planning to 
devote April 21 this year to the 
children of the south by visiting 
the south and distributing books 
and toys to children and children 
clubs there." 

On the need for licensing more 
nurseries in Jordan. Mrs. Nas- 
hashibi said: “More nurseries are 
needed in Jordan. The number we 
have now is not enough. 1 ' One aim 
of Our department is to enco urage 
people to open more nurseries 
here."

Development of Ray Weapons 


The interest in the development of ray weapons capable of aug- 
menting the military power in outer space has been increasing. 
These weapons mainly comprise of laser rays and particle beams, 
such as electron or proton beams, and they can be utilized to 
destroy enemy missiles or rockets. 

Most of tbe research effort and the financial resources has been 
concentrated on the development of laser weapons. Recently, how- 
ever, more emphasis has been attached to the directed particle 
beams, due to tbe simplicity of devising defence systems to enc- 
ounter the laser rays, such as the reflective paint. Although com- 
petition amongst the super-powers has been severe as regards 
research in this field, many scientists and strategy experts feel 
skeptical about the possibilities of perfecting defensive ray sy stems 
a gain st directed missiles over the next few years. Even in tbe event 
of devising such systems, they are not expected to serve security 
purposes, but rather to increase military expenditure and ins- 
tability. 

In addition to the military aspects, there are civilian benefits to 
be derived from these innovations, which can be used in nuclear 
reactors and in medical equipment. As for the military usage. 


efforts are made towards the creation of a suitable higb-power 
particle accelerator. Ongoing wort; also includes the investigation 
of the feasibility of projecting the beams efficiently through the 
atmosphere. The importance of this latter topic emanates from the 
possibility of utilizing the rays overground or aboard aircrafts for 
encountering missiles and rockets. 

Should the effectiveness of the proposed systems be ascertained, 
the latter will probably be put to use in space by the end of nineties. 
There are still some problems to be solved regarding the precision 
to track the target, bow to generate adequate energy to launch the 
ray weapon, and how to converse this energy into particle beams 
directed towards the target. 

.As to tbe real value of these weapons, there is a lot of con- 
troversy. The specialists in favour of their development stress their 
defensive nature and emphasize that they will not be employed 
against humans. The opponents express their doubts concerning 
the repercussions of such systems at the technical and military 
levels. 

In any case, the scientific research is still going on to perfect the 
sy stems, irrespective of any political or military consideratiODS. 



Real friends don’t slap 


THE NEW YORK TIMES has reported that the Reagan 
administration is preparing a “compromise" deal to sell 
Jordan the F-5g Tigershark fighter jet while denying Jor- 
dan the sale of improved Hawk missiles or the F-1 6 fighter 
jet. It added that the deal is looming as a test case for the ' 
Reagan administration's Middle East policy, which, it quo- 
ted Reagan administration officials as saying, was “to con- 
tinue to support Israel while trying also to win new Arab 
friends." 

If the Times report is accurate, o'ur initial feeling is that 
a Reagan Middle East policy based on a proposed com- 
promise sucb as this is not only unlikely to win new Arab 
friends, but is virtually certain to further strain the ties of 
friendship that have existed for many years with some very 
old and sincere Arab friends. The fundamental tenet of 
what the Reagan administration is doing in the Middle East 
is that Israel must maintain a qualitative technological adv- 
antage over the combined forces of all the Arab states. That 
tenet is unacceptable to the Arabs, and is at the heart of the 
slowly disintegrating web of traditionally friendly ties bet- 
ween the United States and many Arab countries. We are 
amazed yet again by the naive, simplistic, insulting and 
arrogant attitude among American decision-makers that 
Arab states will accept so-called compromise deals that 
sacrifice Arab dignity and self-respect at the altar of Ame- 
rican subservience to Israeli fears and political blackmail. It 
•sounds like what we may be getting from Washington is a 
big fat slap in the face. This hardly seems the way to win — 
or keep — friends. 


Mauritania: Clogged by war and the sands of the Sahara

NOUAKCHOTT. Mauritania — 
The sands of the Sahara and a war 
being fought for them are clogging 
Mauritania's political and eco- 
nomic machinery. 

This largely barren former 
French west African colony of 
about 1.5 million people is trying, 
ineffectually, to stem the rel- 
entless tide of sand advancing sev- 
eral kilometres every year from 
the north and east. 

Tbe other problem facir iau- 
ritania's ruling MHitar Com- 
mittee for National b—vation 
(CMSNl is the war between Mor- 
occo and Polisario guerrillas for 
the former Spanish Western Sah- 
ara. 

Manritania pulled out of the 
desert conflict in 1979 and now 
walks a diplomatic tightrope to 
avoid being dragged back in. For- 
mer Ruler Mukhtar Ould Daddah 
plunged the country into eco- 
nomic chaos by fighting on Mor- 
occo's side in the war, a bloody 
and costly conflict which led to his 
downfall In July 197S, a group of 
officers seized power from Pre- 
sident Daddah, who had ruled 
since independence from France 
in I960.

To do so would be 
to give weight to repeated Mor- 
occan allegations that Mauritania 
backs tbe guerrillas, the sources 
said. 

President Mobamed Khouna 
Ould Haidallah recently called on 
Morocco and the Polisario to lay 
down their arms and settle their 
differences “through dialogue and 
with foreign interference." 

Recognition of the SADR could 
well drag Mauritania back into the 
war again, this time on the Pol- 
isario side, the last thing the peo- 
ple or the government want, the 
sources added. Asked about the 
constant Moroccan allegations 
that Mauritania physically backs 
tbe guerrillas and lets them use its 


territory to launch attacks against 
Moroccan troops, Lt. Gen. Diop 
said: “If we found one or other of 
the belligerents on our territory, 
we would throw them out. We do 
not want... to be drawn back into 
the war. To our knowledge, nei- 
ther the Polisario nor Morocco use 
our territory, but it is vast. Do you 
really think we have a surplus of 
food or equipment to give abroad? 
...Mauritania cannot afford the 
luxury of aiding another state.” 
Mauritania maintains strict neu- 
trality in the Sahara conflict but 
militates for its people's self- 
determination, the minister said. 
“We would recognise the SADR 
at an opportune moment,” he 
said, without elaborating. 


OAU split 

The Western Sahara question 
has split the Organisation of Afr- 
ican Unity (OAU) with members 
binerly divided between those 
who recognise tbe SADR and 
those who do not. 

When OAU Secretary General 
Edem Kodjo last February adm- 
itted tbe SADR to an OAU mee- 
ting in Ethiopia. 19 nations wal- 
ked out in protest. Soon aft- 
erwards, in Senegal, 14 members 
walked out of an OAU inf- 
ormation ministers meeting bec- 
ause SADR officials were not all- 
owed to attend. 


Encroaching desert 
The age-old threat of the enc- 


roaching desert accelerated in the 
1970s with a regional drought 
which brought tens of thousands 
of former nomads into Mau- 
ritania's towns in search of foocU, 
work and water. 

Before the drought Mau- 
ritania's population was two- 
thirds nomad and one third town 
dwellers, but the drought reversed 
this ratio, officials said. Nou- 
akchott residents estimate that 
what was designed as an adm- 
inistrative capital for 35,000 in 
I960 now has a population of 
between 200,000 and 300,000 
with- more arriving daily. 

Tbe capital is surrounded by 
desert, although it is only eight 
kilometres from the Atlantic. 
Tens of thousands of people scr- 
ape a living on the city's outskirts, 
living in makeshift huts and tra- 
ditional tents, refugees from the 
steady march of the Sahara. — 

Tbe government is replanting 
trees but the effort is puny com- 
pared to the combined destructive 
affect of drought, overgrazing and 
wood-cutting. All this causes the 
thin top layer of soil to break up, 
exposing sand which tbe wind 
blows into dunes. — — — * 

Desert experts estimate that up 
to 648,000 square kilometres 
have been lost to the Southern 
Sahara in tbe past 50 years in 
Mauritania, Mali, Niger, Chad 
and Sudan. Financial sources said' 
the Mauritanian economy relied 
heavily on petrodollars from 


Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Iraq and 
other pro-Morocco Gulf states, as 
well as from Libya and Algeria. 

About 85 per cent of export 
earnings come from iron ore and 
most of the rest from fishing, the 
sources said. 

A S500 million project is get- 
ting under way to start new iron 
ore mines in the north to replace 
those now phasing out around 
Zouerate. but this wifi only keep 
production, now about 10 million 
tonnes a year, steady until the year 
2000. they said. Most export inc- 
ome goes to pay for imports, inc- 
luding much of the country's food 
needs, almost all consumer goods 
and the ingredients for the 
mi ive really -drunk Moorish tea 
made from green tea, sugar and 
mint, tbe sources said. 

Two large projects left over 
from the Daddah period which 
have never worked, an oQ refinery 


and a sugar refinery, are now 
being revived with (he help of S30 
' million from Algeria and hordes 
of expatriate workers, the sources 
• said. 

Mauritania's only real prospect 
for earning more money lies in the 
Ocean. Some of the world's ric- 
hest felting grounds lie off its Atl- 
antic seaboard where trawlers 
from tbe Soviet Union, Korea and 
other nations sweep the teeming 
seas. 

O&ials and sources in Nou- 
akchott agreed there-was a lot of 
money to be made if Mauritania 
could develop its fisheries, adding 
(there was a potential catch of 
about 700.000 tonnes a year. 

Mauritania cannot afford to 
patrol the grounds and an unp- 
rofitable system of licensing for- 
eign vessels is being replaced by 
joint ventures which should bring 
in more money, the sources said.

GPEC watchdog committee to meet in Vienna 


ABU DHABI (R) — An OPEC watchdog committee 
discuss oil company pressure for a price cut by 
Nigeria will meet on AprQ 21 in Vienna, the official 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) News Agency reported 
Tuesday. 


Market experts see revenue- 
starved Nigeria as the weakest link 
in' efforts by OPEC (the Org- 
anisation, of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) to defend prices in the 
current world glut. 

The emirates agency said the 
date for OPEC talks was set after 
urgent consultations between the 
commillee members, the oil min- 
isters of the UAE. Algeria. Ven- 
ezuela and Indonesia. 

UAE Oil Minister Mana Said 
Ai Oteiba, current president of 
OPEC, said only Monday the 
meeting had been postponed until 


early May. 

Some companies have cut or- 
threatened to cut purchases of oil 
from Nigeria, arguing that its price 
of S35.50 a barrel is loo high com- 
pared with similar North Sea oil at 
S31. They have in turn been thr- 
eatened with sanctions by OPEC, 
afraid that a Nigerian surrender 
could undermine all oil prices. 

London oil market experts say 
that, while Nigeria is OPECs 
weakest link. Saudi-led efforts to 
prevent a price plunge might also 
be undermined by Iran, hit hard 
by a buyer revolt and now selling 


at depressed free market prices. 

Industry sources in Tokyo said 

Tuesday that Japanese buyers 
have stopped raking Iranian oil on 
long-term contract because they 
doubt whether they can rely on 
supplies. But they said several 
Japanese trading houses were 
making spot deals to import rwo 
million barrels of Iranian heavy 
crude for delivery in April or May 
at about S2b a barrel. 

Saudi Arabia charges $32.40 
for a barrel of its similar heavy 
crude under pricing rules set bv 
OPEC. 

But OPEC sources say there is 
doubt whether Iran can get eno- 
ugh oil onto the marker fast eno- 
ugh to be a serious threat. 

London market analysts noted 
that Iraq would probably need 


more cash from Gulf states in the 
coming months, following the 
weekend's Syrian decision not to 
let it pump oil through a pipeline 
across Syria. 

This is expected to cut already 
reduced Iraqi sales. Meanwhile. 
Iran may count on boosting ns 
cut-price sales to make up for the 
volumes that its Iraqi enemy can- 
not sell. 

In another article. Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly suggested the 
srrength of the dollar on foreign 
exchange markets might force an 
OPEC price cut. 

It noted that OPEC aims to rev- 
ive oil demand by letting inflation 
cheapen the cost of the barrel. 
This was to be achieved by fre- 
ezing the current reference price 
Of $34 a barrel and allowing inf- 
lation to erode «s real value. 


Mitterrand starts five-day Japan visit today 


TOKYO (Rl — French President Francois Mitterrand starts a five- 
day state visit to Japan Wednesday for talks expected to be dom- 
inated by trade and other economic issues ahead of June's summit 
meeting of leading industrial democracies in Versailles. 

The visit, the first on an official basis by a French head of state to 
Japan, comes at atime when Japan's trade surplus with the European 
Economic Community (EEC) and the United States has severely 
strained relations between Tokyo ami its Western trading panne rs. 

Mr. Mitterrand has already said he hopes to avoid an open conflict 
over trade during the visir and create fresh political and industrial 
ties. 

In an attempt to reduce the part played by trade issues in Mr. 
Mitterrand* s talks with Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki Japanese and 
French foreign ministry officials were meeting here Tuesday. Jap- 
anese foreign ministry sources said. They said the hastily arranged 
talks might result in Japan reducing import tariffs on French brandy 
and lead to freer imports of flour. 

France said its trade deficit with Japan quadrupled to SI .6 billion 
■ in the seven years ending in 1981, and talks last month on measures 
to redress the balance were inconclusive. 


Mr. Minerrand. who will host the Versailles summit meeiine. and 
Mr. Suzuki will meet on Thursday to discuss not only trade, but also 
ways to help world economic recovery, advanced technology exc- 
hanges. the wealth imbalance between rich and poor nations and 
disarmament. 

The talks will take place the day before a demonstration in Tokyo 
against French nuclear tests in the Pacific. 

At the Versailles summit. Japan is expected to face a concerted call 
for early measures to reduce its trade surpluses with West European 
countries and the United States to help head off the threat of tresh 
protectionism and a generalised trade war. 

Mr. Mitterrand’s visit is being made at a lime when the Japanese 
government is working on fresh measures, to be announced next 
month, to open its markets to more foreign goods. 

In the meantime, Japan has said it will send an official buying 
mission to France for Id days from May Rl. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman said an announcement outlining 
planned scientific and technical cooperation between France and 
Japan will be made after Thursday's talks. 


Argentina bans 
EEC goods 

BUENOS A IRES l R i — Argentina 
has banned imports from the Eur- 
opean Economic Community 
(EEC) in retaliation for EEC san- 
ctions against it over the Falklands 
(Malvinas) dispute, the official 
Teiam news agency said. 

It quoted Economy Minister 
Roberto Ale man it as saying last 
night that licences for imports 
from the EEC would be halted for 
the time being. 

The EEC said at the weekend 
that imports from Argentina 
would be stopped from Wed- 
nesday. It has also banned arms 
exports to Argentina. 


Washington to oppose Poland’s IMF entry 


WASHINGTON iRl — The United States will 
oppose Poland" * bid to join the International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) until there is a relaxation of the 
Polish military crackdown, monetary sources said 
Monday. 

The sources declined to spell out the changes 
necessary in Poland before the United States would 
back the county’s application to join the IMF. but 
said under current conditions the United States 
would argue against it. 

The sources also saiJ the United States would 
vote in favour of allowing Hungary to join the IMF 
and its sister agency. the World Bank. 

The vote on Hungary's application lor IMF 
membership now is before the fund's 145 member 
countries. They must make a decision before May 

PoIanJ. economically and politically in disarray, 
sought IMF membership in order to become eli- 


gible lor the agency's financial assistance. 

Poland's economic situation has been det- 
eriorating for years and it has massive debts to 
Western banks and countries. 

Last December's military crackdown brought an 
immediate outcry front the United States which 
later initiated economic sanctions against Poland. 

The United States also imposed sanctions against 
the Soviet Union, charging Moscow with orc- 
hestrating the Warsaw government's crackdown. 

The Soviet Union in the past has opposed Polish 
membership in rhe IMF because of the agency's 
pro- Western economic approach, but withdrew 'its 
opposition because of Poland's critical economic 
problems. 

Before the Dec. 1 5 imposition of mania! law the 
United States favoured bringing Poland under the 
fund's economic umbrella.

Ger- 
many. last September. 

The congress is held every nine 
years ro discuss the Olympic mov- 
ement among members of the 
IOC, National Olympic Congress 
and International Sports Fed- 
eration (1SF). 

Referring to a report that the 
Olympic committee wants the 
United Nations General. Ass- 
embly to adopt a resolution sep- 
arating the Olympics from the 
impact of political events, Sam- 
aranch said.

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Mystery of missing ‘Thai Silk King’ 
remains unsolved even after 15 years

as much a mysteiy today as h was ‘ 

the day he vanished 1 5 years ago. 

Jim Thompson, who had int- 
. reduced Thai Silk to the world, 
disappeared from this mountain 
ream on March 26, Easter Sun- 
day, 1967, while on a holiday with 
friends. He was declared legally 
dead in 1974. 3 

The disappearance of the ere-' 
twhik intelligence operative, ant-; 
ique collector and businessman 1 
attracted international attention. J 

Theories about what happened! 
range from the sinister to the biz-; 
arre: Some said he was kidnapped' 
by business rivals or political foes., 
Otheis suggested he defected to 
China or went off on a secret mis- 
sion. Still others said he might 
have beea carried away by Abo- 
rigines. 

The incident inspired at least 
several books, T.V. doc- 
umentaries and countless new- 
spaper articles. 

Even before his disappearance, 
two days before his 61st birthday, 
Mr. Thompson's life had the mak- 
ings of legend. 

After graduating from Pri- 
nceton in 1928, be worked as an 
arc hi tea in New York before ent- 
ering the Office of Strategic Ser- 
vices (OSS), the World War n 
forerunner of the Central Int- 
elligence Agency (CIA). Acc- 
ording to published, accounts, be 
parachuted into the jungles of 


Thailand during the Japanese Some who know the terrain say 
occupation, reaching Bangkok ’Mr. Thompson could have been 
just after the surrender in August killed in a foil and his body bidden 


1945. 

He went into business in Tha- 
iland after the war, first helping to 
revive Bangkok’s famed Oriental 
Hotel and later organising the 
Thai S3k Company. 

Mr. Thompson taught weavers 
to produce brightly patterned silks 
under strict standards, for foreign 
buyers. He filled his unique home 
on the banks of a Bangkok c pne l 
with ancient stone statues, Chi- 
nese procelain sixth and a pri- 
celess sixth-century Buddha. It 
remains one of the city’s chief tou- 
rist attractions. 

The last persons known to have 
seen Mr. Thompson alive were his 
hosts. Dr. and Mrs. T.G. Ling of 
Singapore, and another house 
guest. They told police that they 
assumed be left “Moonlight Cot- 
tage” for a stroll 

The tourist association warns 
visitors not to walk alone in the 
jungles, which is full of steep rav- 
ines, tigers and hill tribesmen, 
some of whom carry poison darts. 

Aboriginal guides, Malaysian 
troops and U.S. army helicopters 
then based in Thailand searched 
for 1 0 days without turning up any 
trace of Mr. Thompson. Unofficial 
search parties combed the area for 
months. 

Local witch doctors, called 
bomohs, and foreign clairvoyants 
and mystics were consulted. The 
Thai Silk Company offered a 
$ 10,000 reward, which it later inc- 
reased to $25,000, for inf- 
ormation leading to Mr. Tho- 
mpson's whereabouts.

Unconfirmed reports of strange 
cars with Thai licence plates in the 
area that day sparked rumours 
that the SUfc King was kidnapped 
for ransom or for political or bus- 
iness reasons. 

Mr. Thompson was described as 
being in good spirits on the day be 
vanished, a somewhat absent- 
mineded man in reasonable health 
except for gallstones. He called a 
small container of pills he carried 
for gallstone attacks his “jungle 
box”. It was left behind along with 
his cigarettes and lighter. 

The Lings returned to Moo- 
nlight Cottage this Easter as puz- 
zled as ever about the mystery. 

• “It was his third visit to our cot- 
tage,” Mrs. ling said in a recent 
interview in Singapore. “He knew 


the jungle and he would never 
have gone without his jungle box. 
This business of his being lost in 
the jungle is nonsense. Even if a 
tiger got him, there would have 
been remains, such as a watch or 
shoes.” 

Other experts agreed. Richard 
Noone. British veteran of the 
area, who spent a decade tracking 
down Communist terrorists dur- 
ing the 1948-1960 Malayan eme- 
rgency, went into the jungle and 
spent several days talking with 
Aborigines about Mr. Thompson. 

“I am fully convinced that Mr. 
Thompson is not lost in the jun- 
gle” Mr. Noone said. 

Five months after Mr. Tho- 
mpson dropped from sight, bis sis- 
ter, Katherine Wood, was found 
beaten to death in her West Che- 
ster, Pennsylvania, home in the 
United States. The case was never 
solved but investigators said it was 
not connected with her missing 
brother.

Argentine fleet ‘ ready to sail' for war 


Haig reports difficulties 
on solution for Falklands 



LONDON ( R ) — American Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig 
said Tuesday the Falkland Islands 
crisis was becoming increasingly 
dangerous and he diverted his 
peace shuttle to Washington to 
report to President Reagan. 

Mr. Haig, striving to pTeient the 
crisis flaring into hostilities bet- 
ween Britain and Argentina, said 
some new ideas had been put up to 
the two sides to try to serrle their 
dispute over the island colony sei- 
zed by Argentine forces 1 1 days 
ago. 

But he declined to give any det- 
ails before flying out from Lon- 
don's Heathrow Airport after len- 
gthy talks with British government 
leaders. 

He told re pone rs he would 
make another trip ro Buenos 
Aires to talk to Argentina's mil- 
itary leadership after reporting to 


President Reagan. 

Meanwhile m Buenos Aires, the 
head of Argentina's navy has dec- 
lared his fleet ready to sail “at a 
moment's notice'' as British war- 
ships drew closer to the Falkland 
(Malvinas) Islands to reinforce a 
blockade. 

Argentine government sources 
said the junta rejected a proposal 
by Mr. Haig under which Arg- 
entina. Britain and the United Sta- 
tes would take control of the isl- 
ands pending talks to determine 
their future. 

Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa 
Mendez turned down the idea in a 
telephone conversation with Mr. 
Haig Monday, they said. 

Tension mounted in Buenos 
Aires as Argentine's stand in the 
negotiations became known. 

The daily newspaper Clarin dec- 
lared: "The fleet has been put on 


Salvadorean right, centre 
agree to form government 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Cen- 
trist and right-wing parties in El 
Salvador have agreed to form a 
government of national unity, a 
.rightist leader said. 

Roberto D'Aubuisson. leader 
of the Nationalist Republican All- 
iance (Arena), told reporters 
Monday night a basic accord was 
reached in negotiations following 
List month's elections for a con- 
stituent assembly in El Salvador. 

The elections were called with 
the backing of the United States as 
a step towardsending the violence 
which has claimed more than 
3(l.i Hit) lives in the past two years. 

The Christian Democrats of 
President Jose Napoleon Duarte 


won most votes in the poll but 
Arena and smaller parties of the 
extreme right together took a 
'majority of the new assembly's 60 
seats. 

The elections were boycotted 
by left-wing parties, whose leaders 
are in exile, and denounced as a 
farce by the guerrillas fighting the 
present civilian-military regime. 

Mr. D'Aubuisson. dismissed 
from the army for ultra -righi act- 
ivities. gave rio details of the shape 
of the new government but con- 
firmed the Christian Democrats 
would be included. 

Their inclusion was "a defence 
or concession of the (right-wing) 
majority." he said. 


China accuses U.S., Soviets 
of abusing human rights policy 


PEKING (R) — China Tuesday 
accused both Washington and 
Moscow ol using human rights as a 
tool in seeking hegemony, a term 
it has until recently reserved for 
what it regards as Soviet exp- 
ansionism. 

The Communist Party new- 
spaper People's Daily said the 
United States "proclaims that 
human rights is the soul of its for- 
eign policy and the criterion on 
which it bases its relations with 
other countries, criticising the 
So\ict Linion lor encroaching on 
human rights in East European 
countries.” 

But it also accused the U.S. of 
"lacking a positive attitude" in 
other respects, saying it "supports

In that case, cover the 
West and South hands and 
decide how you would go 
about defending three no 
trump after your partner 
leads the two of spades. You 
are playing duplicate, so 
overtricks are important. 

One thing you can tel! from 
the auction and what you can 
see is that South ventured in- 
Lo no trump on a sketchy 
spade stopper, so he can't 
have much in his partner's 
suits. Your live low diamonds 
suggest that declarer has 
four tricks in that suit, and 
you can see a heart and a 
spade trick as well. Declarer 


must surely be able to 
develop either hearts or 
clubs for the three extra 
tricks he needs for his con- 
tract. The only major source 
of tricks for the de Tense is 
the spade suit, and you will 
have to unblock the jack of 
spades to free that suit for 
partner. 

If you went up with the ace 
of spades at trick one and 
returned the jack, you are on 
the right track — but your 
„ defense is not good enough. 
Declarer wins the second 
spade in dummy and loses a 
club finesse. Your partner 
can cash one spade trick, but 
then the defense is through 
and declarer sails home with 
ten tricks. 

You have overlooked the 
possibility, that partner 
might have a tenace position 
in spades, and to run the suit 
you will have to unblock the 
.jack while retaining your en-. 
try so that you can lead 
through declarer later. See 
what happens if you play the 
jack of spades at trick one! 

Now when declarer loses 
the club finesse, West can 
lead a spade to your ace. You 
return the suit, and the 
defense nets three spade 
tricks and a club for an 
excellent score. 

What if South held four 
spades headed by the 10-9? 
It's unlikely, for partner 
shouldn't lead the two from 
four to the eight. But even so, 
the defenders can recover. 
After winning the king of 
dubs West must shift to a 
heart, and the defenders get 
all the tricks to which they 
are entitled-

Argentina's neighbour Bolivia 
also announced it was ready to 
offer the suppon of its small air 
force and was moving several mil- 
itary aircraft and fuel to the bor- 
der. 

Argentine aircraft have con- 
tinued to supply the Falklands 
with troops and military equ- 
ipment. The garrison is estimated 
to be 9.ftfl0-strong. 

Gen. Mario Benjamin Men- 
endez. who has taken over as mil- 
itary governor of the Falklands. 
said his troops were well prepared. 
"We have come here to stay and 
that is the way ii will be." Gen. 
Menendez said. He described the 
morale of his men as very high. 

Britain has said Argentina must 
pull out its troops before neg- 
otiations can begin about the fut- 
ure of the islands.

On Monday, Ford Aerospace 
representatives met to figure 
out how to release the antenna. 
Mr. Flamm said the company 
studied several options, inc- 
luding the firing of small roc- 
kets on the spacecraft to jar the 
antenna loose. If that doesn't 
work, he said, engineers may- 
tilt the satellite toward the sun. 
hoping that intense heat will 
release it. 

“We feel fairly confident h 
win deploy.” Mr. Flamm said. 

An official at the Indian con- 
sulate in New York said Lhe lack 
of a working C-band antenna 
“would impair our cap- 
abilities.*' The satellite is pari 
of a rural weather warning sys- 
tem that represents the largest 
single commercial investment 
in Indian history. 


Police tighte n security after attack near court 

Moro murder trial opens today 


ROME iR» — Heavily-armed 
police were on guard Tuesday 
after a Red Brigades guerrilla att- 
ack near the fortified courtroom 
where the alleged killers of former 
Italian Prime Minister Aldo Moro ■ 
go on trial Wednesday. 

Three policemen were wou- 
nded Monday night in a hand gre- 
nade and submachinc-gun attack, 
a defiant gesture by the leftist 
urban guerrillas on behalf of more 
than 50 alleged members of their 
"Rome Column" facing charges 
of murder, subversion and other 
offences. 

Twenty-three of them arc cha- 
rged in connection with the kid- 
napping and murder in I97S of 
Mr. Moro. a five-time prime min- 
ister who led the Christian Dem- 
ocrats towards a policy of gov- 
ernment sharing with the powerful 
Italian Communist Party. 

It is just over four years since a 
commando group murdered Mr. 
Moro's five bodyguards and sei- 
zed him in- a Rome street on the 
day Italy's First Christian Dem- 
ocratic government to operate 
with Communist backing was 
sw orn in. 

Mr. Moro was the architect of 
that accord, which later collapsed 
under a welter of political int- 
rigues that still haunt the case, and 
few commentators here believe 
truth will emerge in court. 


Mr Moro's widow. Eleonora, is 
one of the sceptics. She is still bit- 
ter when rccailing the 55 days in 
which her husband pleaded for his 
life with his own patty. 

His body, crumpled from the 
impact of 1 1 bullets, was dumped 
symbolically in a street near both 
the Christian Democratic and 
Communist headquarters after 
the politicians united in refusal to 
deal with the guerrillas. 

"The night before the attack 
Aldo told me 'certainly, today 1 
have a hundred more enemies'." 
Mrs. Moro told investigating mag- 
istrates. 

"Who was really behind the 
people who did such things?" she 
asked, voicing her suspicion that a 
conspiracy against Mr. Moro's 
political strategy led to his death. 

Prosecutors, however, believe 
’they have the perpetrators of a 
crime that stunned Italy and bro- 
ught the late Pope Paul VI "on my 
knees" to plead for the life of his 
devout Catholic friend. 

The prosecution hopes to con- 
vict alleged Red Brigades leader 
Mario Morerti of masterminding 
the operation. But its case rests 
heavily on conflicting evidence 
from two convicted guerrillas who 
turned informers in exchange for 
light sentences. 

One of them is Antonio Sav- 
asia. seized when securin' forces 


scored a major coup against the 
Red Brigades last January by fre- 
eing kidnapped U.S. Brig.-Gen. 
James Dozier and arresting his 
captors. 

The other is Patrizio Peci. one 
of the earliest “pentiti,” or ref- 
ormed guerrillas. The Brigades 
retaliated against his evidence at a 
trial in Turin by kidnapping and 
murdering his younger brother, 
Roberto. 

The two have named the abd- 
uctors and murderers, but inc- 
onsistencies in their accounts are 
sure to be probed by defence law- 
yers in court. 

It was only with the capture of 
Mr. Savasra that police finally gai- 
ned what they believe was a com- 
plete jjicture of the Moro affair. 

He has named a young couple 
on trial as the two who held Mr. 
Moro in a suburban Rome apa- 
rtment and finally killed him with 
a burst of fire from a 
Czechoslovak-made Skorpion 
machine pistol. 

The authorities hope that the 
trial will bring the drawn-out case 
to an end and show that the state is 
winning its war against terror by 
orthodox judicial means. 

The complexity of the charges 
and the number of defendants 
makes it likely that the process 
might drag on for a year.

WARSAW (R) — The sudden 
appearance of a clandestine radio 
station broadcasting in the name 
of the suspended Solidarity trade 
union has encouraged Poles opp- 
osed to martial law. declared four 
months ago Tuesday. 

Monday night's broadcast was 
heard by tens of thousands of 
Poles in Warsaw, who had been 
alerted by leaflets left in public 
places and by the underground 
information network. 

The announcers, a man and a 
woman, renewed appeals from 
Solidarity activists to mark the 
1 3th of each month with peaceful 
gestures of opposition to Dec- 
ember's military takeover. 

Poles were told to turn their 
lights off this evening for 15 min- 
utes from nine p.m. and place can- 
dles in windows as a gesture of 
support for those interned after 
the takeover. 

“We must fighr for the release 


of those imprisoned, for the res- 
toration of human dignity. Our 
radio has taken up this struggle. 
All honest Poles should do the 
same.” the radio said. 

Dance troupe defects 

Meanwhile, eleven membersof 
a Polish dance troupe have def- 
ected in Canada, the federal imm- 
igration department announced 
Monday. 

They defected last Friday after 
Mazowsze. their troupe of 115 
dancers, singers and musicians, 
gave the last of four performances 
in Hamilton. It was the group's 
only Canadian stop on a wor- 
ldwide tour. 

They said they left behind many 
relatives and friends in their hom- 
etown of Lodz, but said rhey had 
discussed the possibility of def- 
ecting with their families before 
the tour began. 


VICTORIA. Seychelles (R) — A 
special court session to hear evi- 
dence ih the trial in South Africa 
of 43 mercenaries accused of hij- 
acking an Air-India plane was 
adjourned in confusion after only 
20 minutes T uesday. 

Judge Rank Wood said he had 
received no formal request from 
Natal State, where the trial is 
being held, to convene the session 
and said he would not do so until 
he had received one bv letter, 
telex or telegram from the state 
authorities. 

The session is supposed to hear 
evidence from the crew of the 
Air-India plane, which the pro- 
secution in South Africa alleges 
was cxi man dee red from the Sey- 
chelles to Durban by mercenaries 
fleeing after an abortive invasion 


artempt here. 

The Indian government would 
not allow the crew to testify- in 
South Africa because New Delhi 
has no diplomatic relations with 
South Africa.

But it did agree to let the crew 
testily in the Seychelles, where 
seven foreigners held since the 
invasion attempt last November 
will go on trial in June accused of 
treason, the only offence pun- 
ishable by death under Seychelles 
law. 

Judge Wood told the court that 
aJJ requests for the Seychelles to 
convene the special session had 
been informal. He adjourned the 
hearing until Wednesday. 

He said he would be satisfied 
with a lener, telex or telegram 


addressed either to him personally 
or to the Seychelles supreme court 
from the registrar of the Pie- 
termaritzburg court or the judge 
presiding over the trial. 

Michael Hannon, a South Afr- 
ican lawyer who is defending 33 of 
the accused in the Pietermaritz- 
burg trial, said he did not think a 
telex was sufficient. 

Mr. Hannon will also defend six 
of the seven foreigners in the tre- 
ason trial here, which is due to 
open on June l ft. 

The trial was due to start Tue- 
sday but was postponed Monday, 
when the seven —four South Afr- 
icans. two white Zimbabweans 
and one Briton — made a remand 
appearance and were sent back to 
jail for 14 days. 


Togo grants asylum to fugitive ex-Bangui premier 


LOME. Togo (A.P. > — Ange Patasse. a former 
Central African premier accused of plotting to ove- 
rthrow the current government, arrived in Togo on 
Tuesday and was granted political asylum. Tog- 
olese officials said. 

Mr. Patasse took refuge at the French embassy in 
Bangui, capital of the Central African Republic, on 
March 5 following a failed coup against the gov- 
ernment of Gen. Andre Kolingba. 

The French refused to release him to Central 
African officials and negotiated the arrangement 
which allowed him ro fly to Togo. Details of the 
negotiations were not known. 

Officials here said Mr. Patasse arrived in Lome 
aboard a French military plane accompanied by 
three other men also implicated in the coup att- 
empt. They too were granted political asylum. 

The party also was accompanied by the French 
ambassador to the Central Africa Republic, the 


Togolese ambassador to Paris and a Central Afr- 
ican police official. 

Officials said Mr. Patasse. premier under former 
Central African dictator Jean-Bedel Bokassa. was 
granted asylum at the request of both the French 
and Central African governments. He is to reside in 
Togo, located on the Gulf of Guinea more than 140 
kilometres from the Central African Republic, off- 
icials said. % 

Mr. Patisse, leader of the Central African Peo- 
ple's Liberation Movement (MLPC), and two gen- 
erals were accused of organising a plot to overthrow 
the Kolingba-led military junta on the night of 
March 3-4. 

Govemment'troops raided MLPC headquarters 
and arrested dozens of the group s members before 
the alleged takeover began, and Mr. Patasse sought 
refuge at the French embassy. 


Falkland crisis: Tip of an Antarctic iceberg

LONDON — By seizing the Fal- 
kland Islands, Argentina has str- 
engthened its political presence on 
the fringes of the vast, disputed 
frozen lands of Antarctica. 

Seven countries, invoking dis- 
covery and other rights, lay claim 
to territory in the six million squ- 
are miles (15.5 million square kil- 
ometres) of the potentially rich 
Southern Polar continent. 

For Britain, the Falklands were 
an important staging post in 40 
years of Antarctic scientific exp- 
loration. 

The Argentine move against the 
British-ruled islands has raised 
speculation whether the Buenos 
Aires government may now begin 
pressing harder on its claim to 
Antarctic land. 

If it does so.it will be in conflict 
not only with Britain but also with 
neighbouring Chile. All three 
countries have overlapping claims 
and major research commitments. 

Argentina claims almost all of 
the 600,000 square miles (1.5 mil- 
lion square kilometres) in the Bri- 
tish Antarctic territory pro- 
claimed 20 years ago, and calls it 
Argentine Antarctica. 

Chile claims 480,000 square 
miles (1.2 million square kil- 
ometres). about half of it within 
the area claimed by Argentina. 

Most national claims are 
wedge-shaped, fanning out from 
the South Pole. Australia claims 
one of the largest areas, 2.5 mil- 
lion square miles (6.5 million squ- 
are kilometres). 

Since the signing of the Ant- 
arctic Treaty 22 years ago by 1 2 
nations involved in the area, the 


rival claims have lain dormant in 
the broader interests of scientific 
cooperation. 

As a result of the treaty, the 
uninhabited Antarctic has become 
a model for international coo- 
peration. with the U.S., the Soviet 
Union, Britain and countries as 
politically diverse as West Ger- 
many and Poland ail peacefully 
engaged in exploration. 

The treaty, due for possible rev- 
iew in 1991, recognised that Lhe 
untapped regions of the Antarctic 
should continue forever to be used 
"exclusively for peaceful purposes 


and shall not become the scene or 
object of international discord." 

The treasures of Antarctica — 
one-tenth of the Earth's surface 
-- have fired man's imagination 
since British navigator James 
Cook reached the edge of the ice 
pack in the 1 8th century. 

Norwegian. British. Russian, 
American and French discoverers 
ranged over the continent in the 
19ih and 20th centuries. 

Some of the greatest modem 
explorers — Britain's Robert Fal- 
con Scott and Ernest Shackleton, 
America's Richard Evelyn Bvrd, 
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and Roald Amundsen of Norway 
trekked across the ice. 

Since the Antarctic Treary pro- 
vided for free access anywhere in 
Antarctica for peaceful purposes, 
scientists from some 20 nations 
have roamed extensively over the 
continent. 

Operating from about 100 base 
camps, their studies involve bio- 
logical research of land and sea, 
geological probes and atm- 
ospheric and geophysical inv- 
estigations. 

Despite rival territorial claims, 
there has been no friction. Sci- 
entists often exchange visits, and 
U.S. and Soviet camps cooperated 
even in the hardest times of the 
East-West cold war. 

In recent years, interest has foc- 
ussed on the belief that the Ant- 
arctic conceals huge resources of 
oiL natural gas, ores, uranium and 
even gold, diamonds and pla- 
tinum. 

Geologists believe Antarctica 
may have been part of a super con- 
tinent and that it holds mineral 
deposits similar to those found in 
South Africa. South America and 
Australia. 

Even more exciting is the pro- 
spect of a limitless supply of pro- 
tein from krill, a shrimp-like cru- 
stacean. 

The total annual Antarctic 
catch so far is about 200,000 ton- 
nes -- mainly by the Soviet Union 
and Japan — but the potential has 
been estimated as high as 1 50 mil- 
lion tonnes. 

There is so much that a West 
.German expedition once netted 
35 tonnes in eight minutes. 

Apart from Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Britain and Chile, Antarctic 
territory is claimed also by France, 


New Zealand and Norway by vir- 
tue of historical landings and geo- 
graphical continuity. Some of the 
claims go back nearly 80 years. 

The claims are not recognised 
by the U.S. and the Soviet Union, 
which hold that Antarctica bel- 
ongs to all mankind. 

The 1 959 treaty acknowledged 
the existence of the claims, but 
decided they should be ind- 
efinitely suspended. 

The freezing winds and seas of 
Antarctica produce some of the 
harshest conditions on earth. The 
cold is so intense that a man's bre- 
ath can be frozen instantly into a 
shower of ice particles. Average 
ice thickness is 6,000 feet (1,800 
metres). 

With Argentina's takeover of 
the Falkland Islands on April 2. 
the state-funded British Antarctic 
survey lost a permanent base at 
Grytviken. South Georgia, 
north-east of Antarctica. 

It also lost a field station at Bird 
Island and a one-woman office at 
Port Stanley, the Falklands cap- 
ital. 

At the time of the seizure. 28 
British researchers were trapped 
within the 200-island chain. 

Falklands Governor Rex Hunt 
was simultaneously high com- 
missioner of the British Antarctic 
territory. 

While the Falklands are not pan 
of Antarctica, they have long pla- 
yed a role as a jumping off and 
communications point. 

The British Antarctic survey 
has four bases in Antarctica pro- 
per, with a summer staff of about 
100 and about 60 during the gru- 
elling six-month-long polar win- 
■ter.

Police said the gun was 
found in a suspected hideout of 
the "Action Directe" guerrilla 
group in eastern Pairs. Two peo- 
ple were arrested and a large stock 
of other weapons seized, they said.

The aircraft was on a routine 
flight from Erurum, near the Sov- 
iet border, to a U.S. Air Foret 
base at lncirlik. on the Med- 
iterrancan, when it smashed into:
